tine has lain idle in a shed, the offi- 
cers of justice not venturing to offend 
any part of the city by insisting upon 
its erection. They consequently have 
persuaded every one condemned to 
death to appeal for a commutation 
which has been forthwith done. 
Adam's unprecedented refusal cre- 
ates a difficulty. A public execution 
invariably leads to disturbing carous- 
Als, and misbehavior by the scum of 
the city, and the establishment of the 
guillotine anywhere without the as- 
sent of the authorities representing 
the respectable citizens would in- 
evitably cause anger. Hence the- re- 
luctance to carry out the death sen- 
tence.

FOR BOND HOLD- UP. 


SHARKS 


on Liens After 


Street Contractors Move for Legis- 
lative Relief From Persistent Attacks 


Done Satisfactorily. 


Work Has Been 


allegations are made 

a certain class of local lawyers 

who make a practice of beginning 
action to invalidate street bonds is- 
sued under the Vrooman Act. Con- 
tractors charge that methods little 
short of- blackmail are employed by 
some. members of the bar in tying up 
payment for street work already. done. 
Some of these contractors have 
started a movement to secure an 
amendment to the Vrooman Act. 
whereby an end will be brought to the 
hold-ups. There i talk, too, of m- 
ducing the Bar Association to bring 
disbarment proceedings again:: of- 
fenfling lawyers. 
This is not all. Contractors, clubbed 
into a defensive position, are becoming 
chary about bidding on street work. 
Some of them will not b at all; oth- 
ers have boosted their prices to a 
point where they will have some guar- 
antee against loss by the tactics of 
the gentry they term ‘“shysters.” 
While the contractors primarily are 
the losers, the burden shifts itself in 
the end to the shoulders of the public. 
Street improvements are delayed and 
in addition are made far more expen- 
sive than would be the case under nor- 
mal conditions. 
The situation is serious. Defeated in 
several instances in the courts by rea- 
son of technical flaws in the red tape 
proceedings incident to the letting of 
contracts under the Vrooman Act, the 
contractors are disheartened at the 
outiook. Some of them are going out 
of the business of improving streets 
and are devoting themselves to pri- 
vate contracts, thus lessening the 
number of bidders on street work and 
leaving it to a few concerns to do the 
work. With decreased competition,

PLEA OF CONTRACTORS. 
Contractors declare they are not to 
blame for the situation. With a fair 
chance of receiving payment for work 
conscientiously done, they say they 
would be glad to continue bidding. 
They deciare they would guarantee to 
do the improvement work at the lowest 
possible market prices if they did not 
faco the danger or long-drawn-out 
suits that affect the value of the bonds 
by which they are paid, and that, in 
numerous instances, cause the total 
loss of ali time and money expended 
on the work. 

There are contractors who have 
waited for years for payment of their 
claims, only to find by a court decision 
that they have no claim. There are 
others who still await a judicial deter- 
mination of the merits ‘of thelr cases. 
The case of Contractor Niemann, 
just decided against him by the Court 
of Appeals, has nfade his colleagues in 
the business more timid than ever 
before in the matter of tackling work 
under the Vrooman Act. 


| who make a practice of searching and 


and dollars to the property owners 
who were benefited. 
WHY NIEMANN LOST. 

No question was raised as to the 
character of the work. So far as 
known, the improvement was first 
class. Niemann lost out through the 
fact that a street department deputy 
had failed to post the legal notices in 
the exact manner provided by the law. 

Instead Vf tacking up the notices at 
intervals of exactly 100 feet, the deputy 
had overstepped the distance a few 
feet. So the court determined that, al- 
though Niemann was in no way re- 
sponsible for the shortcomings of the 
deputy. the contractor cannot be paid 
. — the assessment bonds are in- 
vali 

Had this flaw been found before the 
contractor had performed the work, or 
had a pro, er protest been filed on this 
ground against the improvement, Nie- 
mann probably would have saved him- 
self by declining to fulfill the contract 
until everything was regular. As it 
is, the court says he must lose the 
amount involved, leaving an improved 
Flower street as a monument to his 
misfortune. 

It is to obviate tho . of just 
such conditions that the contractors 
are moving now to have the next 
Legislature so amend the Vrooman 
Act for their protection. They wish 
the law to provide that, if no com- 
plaint be made or fault found with any” 
of the proceedings preliminary to the 
improvement of any street, previous to 
the expiration of the time for pro- 
testing against the work done on said 
street, then all proceedings shall be 
deemed to be correct and legal and 
cannot afterward be questioned or at- 
tacked. 

SOMB LAWYERS BLAMED. 

Those who are moving kor this 
amendment assert that it is made nec- 
essary by the action of a few lawyers 


examining all records, papers and 
data in street work proceedings. 
with the objeet of finding some flaw, 
error or technicality on which they 
can induce affected property-owners to 
allow them to begin an action to in- 
validate bonds issued for the work 
done on their street. 

It is even said that such actions fre- 
quently are presumed to be brought 
with the view of holding up or black- 
mailing owners of the street bonds. 

The liability of being subjected to 
such tactics causes the purchasers of

Now that the State law limiting the 
speed of afitomobiles has been declared 
by the courts not applicable to Los 
Angeles, the whole question is being 
anxiously scanned.

They also wish to 
be consulted when it comes to framipg 
a new ordinance, 
There is hardly a large city tn the 
country in which there ie less abuse 
of the streets by automfbilsts than in 
Los Angeles. The police say that it is 
because nowhere is the speed-infected 
driver so effectually dealt with. But 
the automobile public wants some of 
the credit.

Ventura Bean Growers Grant Demand 
of Laborers Who Hoe Weeds 
. from Plants. 


VENTURA, July 11.—Lima-bean 
growers in this section are protesting.

ENGINE SMALLER THAN FLY. 


Made of Gold and Steel, Weighs Less 
Than a Match, and Is the Wonder 
of Machinists. 


Tiny Tim is the name of the smallest 
engine in the world. It is made of 
gold and steel and is so small that a 
common house fly seems larger in com- 
parison, says Technical World. 

It fits easily into the smallest 22 
short cartridge, balance wheel and all, 
It weighs just 4 grains complete, which 
is about the weight of a common 
match. It takes 120 such engines to 
weigh one ounce, almos. 2000 to weigh 


a pound and more than 3,000,000 to 
weigh a ton. 
The engine bed and stand are of 


gold. The shaft runs in hardened and 
ground steel bearings inserted in the 
old bed. These bearings are counter 
red from the inside to form a self- 
oiling bearing. The fly wheel has a 
steel center and arms, with a gold 
rim, and this part (the complete wheel) 
weighs one grain. 

The cylinder is of steel with octag- 
onal base highly polished. The stroke 
is 1-82 of an inch; bore 3-100 of an 
inch. Seventeen pleces are used in the 
construction of this engine.
